1 . DEPARTMENT AGREES WITH POST THAT PROPOSED GPRB RESTRIC- 
TIONS ON TRAVEL AND LODGINGS OF FOREIGNERS, IF PROMULGATED, 
WOULD CONSTITUTE GROSS VIOLATIONS OF INTERNATIONAL LAW 
(VIENNA CONVENTION ON DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS, TO WHICH BENIN 
IS PARTY, ARTICLES 25 AND 26, AS WELL AS ARTICLE 29), 

IMPAIR THE EFFECTIVENESS OF OUR OFFICIAL ACTIVITIES IN 
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BENIN, INCLUDING OUR ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS, AND INCREASE 
THE PROBABILITY OF UNFORTUNATE INCIDENTS INVOLVING PEACE

4. IF INITIAL APPROACH THROUGH DIPLOMATIC CORPS IS NOT 
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FRUITFUL, DEPARTMENT WILL CONSIDER INSTRUCTING EMBASSY 
MAKE WRITTEN DEMARCHE TO GPRB ALONG LINES OF PARA 2 ABOVE, 
INDICATING THAT GPRB RESPONSE WILL AFFECT USG ABILITY TO 
CONTINUE OR INITIATE ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS IN BENIN. 

5. DEPARTMENT WOULD APPRECIATE BRIEF LISTING WITH ESTI- 
MATED DOLLAR VALUES OF ALL USG ASSISTANCE PROJECTS OUT- 
SIDE OF COTONOU WHICH REQUIRE MONITORING, INCLUDING SELF 
HELP AND FOOD FOR PEACE AS APPLICABLE. WOULD ALSO APPRE- 
CIATE LIST OF NAMES, AFFILIATION (IF APPLICABLE) AND 
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LOCATION OF ALL US CITIZENS IN BENIN RESIDING OUTSIDE OF 
COTONOU, EXCEPT FOR PEACE CORPS WHICH HAS BEEN COVERED IN 
PREVIOUS CABLES AND PRESUMABLY BEING UPDATED AS NECESSARY. 

6. ASSUME THAT HARRASSED PCV NOT REPEAT NOT RETURNED TO 
VILLAGE AND THAT PEACE CORPS NOT CONTINUING ACTIVITY IN 
THAT VILLAGE. PLEASE PROVIDE DETAILS OF INCIDENT.
